@ Shouldn't there be a color symbol- 
ism on our coins that show the Liberty 
Cap design? 

Under the rules of heraldry, colors 
are represented by the use of specific 

‘patterns of crosshatching, lines or other 
symbols. For some unexplained reason, 
none of our coins have the Liberty Cap 
shown using the standard heraldic 
designs that designate colors. Officially, 
the cap is described as being blue with a 
white border and gold stars. 


M@ / have a “COLD BUCK” token 
which shows a cowboy riding a polar 
bear. Any information on the piece? 

They were from the North Pole Lions 
Club, of North Pole, Alaska, issued for 
the annual Farthest North Rodeo. They 
cost $1 in “nickel-silver” and $5 in 
bronze, with the latter numbered and 
limited to 500 for the 1965 issue. These 
were produced for a number of years, 
but I don’t know if they are still being 
struck. Perhaps a reader can help. 


@ What is a “fluttered wing” variety 
on the clad quarters? 

That’s a nickname I'd never heard 
before. I traced it to a nameless novice 
collector who got excited about the 
vague outline of the eagle’s wings on the 
first 1965 quarters and claimed it was a 
new variety.

@ US. cent dies have been reported 
to have struck up to 6 million coins per 
die pair in the 1970s, which seems high. 
Any similar figures from other mints? 

The Royal Canadian Mint in 1945 
struck 5 million cents with a single die 
pair, according to the annual Mint 
Report, and may have exceeded that 
record since. 


@ Did Adolf Weinman, who designed 
the Walking Liberty half and the 
Mercury dime, do some artwork for the 
old Pennsylvania Station in New York? 


It would be best to get your coin 
authenticated, as some Denver mint- 
marks have been altered to an O for this 
date and denomination. Less likely, but 
possible, are altered “D” mintmarks on 
1906-1908 halves, 1906-1909 quarters 
and dimes. 


Weinman executed 14 stone eagles, 
each weighing 2-1/2 tons, with much the 
same appearance as those on the reverse 
of the half dollar. They were removed 
and donated to several educational insti- 
tutions when the building was razed in 
1965.
